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1 . The 3-14-03 IDS references have been made of record. 

2. Claims 1-7 are said to be cancelled in the remarks of the current amendment. 
However, no direct order in the amendment to do so is present. Please cancel these 
claims. 

3. Applicant discusses amended drawings— no such drawings have been received. 
Please send in copies of the amended drawings for approval. 

4. Applicant's amendments/comments have removed all previous 1 12 problems. 
However, the current amendment creates some new 112 problems. 

5. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of independent claims 8,13 and 20 have misdescriptive language concerning the 
coating and "abutting" language. If the spreader abuts the die as claimed, there should 
not be an intermediate coating therebetween. Abuts is direct contact and no space for a 
coating is possible. Applicant's comments are welcome. 

6. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 102 and 103 for the same reasons given in 
paragraghs 10-14 of the first office action. 

7. Concerning applicant's arguments, on page 7 lines 14+ it is said that the 
references lack a coating abutting the IC die (concerning claims 8+). However, the claim 

8 language is nofso positive. "Configured to abutting IC die" is the claim 8 language. 

Firstly, as pointed out in the 1 12 rejection above, "abutting" is considered to be 
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misdescriptive. Secondly, the claim language can be broadly interpreted as reading on 
the art. 

Even as to claims 1 3 and 20 where the language is positive, applicant's apparent 
interpretation of "abutting" is present in the applied art since the coatings in the prior art 
are between the spreader and the die. See figure 2 of Gregory where 41 is between 20 
and 34. 

Accordingly, the claims are broader than argued and believed properly rejected under 
112,102 and 103.
